Madison, March 23.—The supreme 
court of the state of Wisconsin re- 
versed Itself today and decided that 
foreign-born residents cannot vote in 
the state of Wisconsin without being 
fully qualified citizens. 
In taking this action the court set 
aside Its own opinion of two months 
ago when It decided that the consti- 
tutional amendment restricting 
the 
suffrage to full citizens was not prop- 
erly adopted, and today it held that 
the amendment was legally adopted 
and in full force and effect 


Until 1912 foreign-born residents of 
Wisc9nsin were permitted under the 
constitution to vote on a mere declara- 
tion of intention, and in practice there 
were many thousands who never took 
out 
the second papers which made 
them 
full citizens. Beginning with 
1912 under the new amendment these 
persons were required either to take1 
out their second papers or forfeit the 
right to vote, and a great many, par- 
ticularly older men, who had lost their 
original records, were deprived of the 
ballot In numerous cases the names 
of men who had voted for half a cen- 
tury or more were stricken from the 
poll list. 


In January the state supreme court, 
passing on the amendment, declared it 
was not legally adopted _and 
restored 
the ballot rights to ilrst paper citizens. 
Today on a rehearing, these rights 
were 
again taken 
away and 
the 
amendment restored to full force.

as the jitneys could 
handle. 


Then appeared the "first automobile 
with a bus body, with a large carry- 
ing capacity. Jitney 
drivers were 


quick to see that 
the increase in 
carrying capacity 
was far ahead of 
the 
increase 
in cost of operation. 
Soon many auto 
delivery 
wagons 
made their appearance with seats on 
both 
sides-. 
Instantly they became 
popular both .with the jitney fans and 
with the drivers. The latter discover- 
ed that a light speedy truck stood 
up better under the wear and tear 
than the

pleasure cars. 
Then, too, the purchaser of a truck 
ran no risk in his investment should 
the jitney business prove a failure.

series of slow "leaps" which never 
reveal It, as it cannot leap beyond 
its fixed limit of buoyancy.

CITY HAS STARTED 


CLEAN-UP CAMPAIGN 


Force of Workmen Are Leveling De- 


bris on Goose Island.—Instruc- 


tions on Dumping 


Grounds. 


The city started the spring clean-up 
today when a small force of street 
employes were put to work cleaning 
up the debris piles at Goose Island, 
leveling the dumps and covering the. 
objectionable 
piles with dirt. 
The 
greater part of the lower end of the 
island is covered with ashes, cans 
and rubbish which makes it both un- 
sanitary and unsightly. 
Part of the debris has been loaded 
on wagons and dumped into the stag- 
nant stream on the east 
bank and 
orders will be made that all dumping 
will have to be made in the water so 
as to form 
a 
connecting roadway 
across the pond. 
The water is ex- 
t/remely shallow at this point and 
the commissioners seek to 
prevent 


any unhealthful conditions. The low- 
er end of the island is 
completely 
covered for the distance of a good 
city block with the dumpings which 
were piled in confused masses. 
As 
this land is private property, the citv 
has no power to take arbitrary steps 
in the cleaning of the land but will 
prevent further dumping of Karbaee 
on the island itself. 


•Land has been purchased by the 
city on Western avenue for the dis- 
posal of the ashes and dry dumpings 
and tho ground has been used for this 
•purpose to a great extent during the 
winter.

UNIVERSITY EXPENSES 


Amount to Fifteen Per Cent'of State's 


Educational 
Fund.—Outside 


Sources Furnish One- 


Third of Revenue.

, third of the university's total expen- 
j rtitures m 1914 were borne by others 
Vj1 taxpayers of Wisconsin. 
This 
•i'WBtatea in the chapter on "Univer- 
sity's Portion of Educational Monies" 
in the University Survey, made public 
by the board of public affairs today. 
The year's total was $2,805,806.15, and 
$939,398.08 . was from other sources. 
Of this, $104,691.76 came directly and 
indirectly from the 
United 
States 
government, 
$538)412.44. came from 
student fees, etc., and smaller amounts 
came from other sources, all amount- 
ing to $939,398. In other words, the 
report says, 
approximately one mil- 


lion dollars of the gross university 
expenditures is not borne by the tax- 
payers of the state. 
The report takes up -the complaint 
that the university 
is 
receiving a 
larger proportion of money expended 
for educational purposes than is war- 
ranted when the 
number 
availing 


themselves of a university education 
is considered. 


Education Cost Aviates. 
"During the1 last ten years (1905 to 
1914 inclusive) the people of Wiscon- 
sin have expended $135,858',491.07 of 


i- tlio public monies for education in the 
.iJLSpmmon schools, high schools, normal 
RffiSnd training schools, and in the uni- 
C'vorsity, or an average of $13,438,849 10 
annually," says the report. 
"In 1905, 


the public monies expended by local 
units and by the state amounted to 
only $9,740,607.75, while in 1914 the 
amount had grown to $18,975,69107 
an increase of 94.9 per. cent in ten 
years. In 1905, the monies expended 
for the university amounted to only 
?855.504.32, or 8.79 .per cent of the 
total expenditures for all educational 
jim-poses. 
In 1914, expenditures for 


the university 
amounted to $2,805,- 
L'06.15, or 14.78 per cent of the total." 


The sum of $939,398.08 as income 
earned by the university and reverting 
to its maintenance, could not be used 
in 1914.until legislative authority had 
been given. 
The 1913 legislature di- 
rected that all monies, coming to the 
university from outside 
sources be 
placed in the state treasury as a part 
of the university funds, thus making 
them available for use only as appro- 
priated by the legislature for specific 
purposes. 
Among the moneys now 


included in the 
total 
appropriated, 
but not included prior to 1913, are 
the receipts from 
athletic cotnests 
and other self-supported activities of 
the university. These are actual earn- 
ings of the university, the report says, 
and therefore are not to be charged 
as a contribution of the state govern- 
ment to the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the activity 
that 
produced 
them. Under the new arrangements, 
athletic activities are not supported 
by gate.receipts as formerly, but by 
legislative.appropriation equal to the 
gate receipts. .The..same as true of 
dining hall and similar income. The 
difference is one of accounting. This 
change in bookkeeping/methods shows 
an apparent increase'in the propor- 
tionate expense to the state in uni-
